His Subjtfts, and his delire of their concord in 
fbethhigs of God,hath put into pur hands this 
oppoVnmity of fpeaking to you as humble Pe- 
titioners, as well as Cotmniflioners, on the 
1 behalf of thefe yet troubled and unhealed 
Churches, and of many thoufand fonts that are deartoChrifi] on 
whofebehalf, we areprefled in fpirit, in the fenfe of our duty, molfe*. 
eameftly tobefeech yon, as you render the peace and profperity of 
thefe Churches, the comfort of His Wajefty in the union of his Sub* 
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A Petition for Peace. 

of you in our Preface : Even your charicable interpretation, acce- 
ptance of 3 & con Cent unto the alterations and additions to the Litur- 
gie now tendird unto you; that, being inferted, as we have e*pref- 
fed , it O a r be left to the Minifter'schoicc to ufe one or other a t 
his diferetion] upon His Majeftic’s approbation, according to his 
gracious Declaration concerning Eccldiaftical Affairs. And that 
(feeing we cannot obtafci the form of Epifcopal Government, de- 
ferred by the late Reverend Primate of Ireland, and approved by 
many F.pifcopal Divines) wemay at leaft enjoy thofe bene fits of Re- 
formation in Difcipline , and that freedom from Subfcription, . 
Oaths, and Ceremonies, which are granted ig the faid Declaration, 
by the means of your charirable Mediation and Requefi. 

a. Seeing fome hundreds of able,holy,faithful Minift’ers , are of 
late raft out , and not onely very many of their Families in great 
dillrcffe,bui(which is of far greater momem)abundance of Congre- 
gations in England, Ireland, and (V diet, are overfpread with lamen- 
table ignorance, and are deftiwte of able, faithful Teachers : And 
feeing too many that are infufficient, negligent, or fcandalous, are 
over the Flocks (not meaning this as an Accufation of any that are 
not guilty, nor a dilhonourable Refleftion on any party, much lefs 
on the whole Church) we take this opportunity eamellly to be- 
fecch you, that you will contribute your indcavoucs to the Removal 
of thofe |hat are the flume and burdens of the Churches; and to the 
Reftauration offuch as may be an honour, end Welling to them. And 
«o that end, that it be not imputed to tbtt as'their unpardonable 
Cfiiue,thatthey were borninan Ageand Country which required 
- Ordination by Parochial Paftours^ithout Diocefans: And that Re- 
ordination (whether abfoiute or .hypothetical) be not made nccef- 
Ctry to the future exercife of their Miniffery. But cine an uuiverfal 
^Confirmation may begramed of thofe ordained as aforefaid, they 
being ftill refponliblefoi aiiy perfonaJinfufficiencie or crime. Were 
thclc two grsnted(The Confirmation of the Grants in his Majeflies 
Declaration, with the liberty of the Reformed Liturgje offered you; 
and the rtftoring of able , faithful Murifter?, to acapacityto.be 
ferviceable in theChurch of God, without forcing-then! againfleheir 
confidences, to be Re-orda ned ) how great would be the benefits' 
tothisunwortby-Nation? HoV glad would you make the peoples' 
hearts? how thankful Ihould we be (for the canfeofChrift, and 
the fouls of men) to thofe that grant them^ndprocure them; being 
*onfcious that we feek .not great things for oUF.fdves,or forour 
•*- * c ‘ , v Brethren 
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Brethren; that we are ambitious of no greater Wealth or honour* 
than our daily bread, with fuch freedom and advantage for the 
labours of our MiniAry,as may moft conduce to the fiiccefle, the in* 
creafe of holineffe and peace. Weihall take the boldneffc to fecond 
thefe Requefts, with many-ofour Reafons, which we think (hould 
prevail fory our confent,chufing rather to incut whatsoever cenfurea 
or offence may by any be taken againft our ngceffary freedom of 
expreffion, then to be filenc at fuch a time as this,when thoufands of 
the fervants of the Lord, that are either deprivod of their faithful 
Teachers, or in fears of lofing them , together with .the freedom 
of their confcieoces in Gods wor(hip,docry day and night to Hea- 
ven for help,**nd would cry alfo in your ears with more importu- 
nate Requefts, if they had but the opportunity ka now we have. 

** And i. We befeech you bear with us while we remember you, 
that you arp the Paftorsof the dock of Chrift/who are bound to 
feed them , and to preach in feafon , and out of feafon,and to be 
laborious in the Word and Dofb ine; but are not bound to hinder 
all others from this bleffed work, that dare not life a CrofTe or Sur* 

S lice,or worfhip God in a form which tliey judge diforderly, defe- 
:ive , or corrupt, when chey have better to offer him (A/a/. 1. 1 3, 

1 4.). Is it not for matter and phrafe at leaft as agreeable to the holy 
Scripture ) If fo, we befeech you fuffer us to ufe it, who fee« 
nothing by ic>, btvt to worlbip God as ncer as we can, according to 
his will, who is jealous in the matters of his worfhip. If indeed 
yours have more of flrengtb, and ours of weakneffc,yec.lec not Fa- 
thers caff the children from the Houfe oFGod, becaufeihty are tide 
or weak, and need the more companion } let notour Phyficiansre* 
folve, their Patients fhall all be fatnifhed , or caff off, whofe tem- 
perature and appetites cannot agree to feed on the fame difli, with 
the fame preparation and fauce. He that thrice charged Pei cr as 
he loved him , to feed his Lambs and Sheep, did never think of* ' 
charging him todeny them food, or turn them out of his fold , or 
forbid el! others to feed them, imleffe they could digeft fuch forms • 
and ceremonies, and luperfcripcions as ours. 

2. Itfay we.prefHtne to mind yqji , that the Lord oftbcHarveft 
hath commanded us to pray that more Labourers may be Cent into 
theHar«Ui (For ftill propor tionably , The Htrveji is grtJt , and 
tie Lnbrureri arrff* 1 Mat.9. 37.) And that the Lord hath not 
ftirnifhed them^witn his gifts in vahv, nor lighted thefe Candles to 
put under* Bulhel, but to be fet oi..« . Candleliick , that, they 
* B 2 may 
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may give light to all that are in the houfe, . 15. And that there 
are fewNations under the Heavens of God, as far as we. can leant} 
that have more able, holy, faithful, laborious, and truly peaceable 
Preachers of the Gofpel (proportionably) than thofe are , that are 
now cad out in England., and ate like , in £ugUnd y Scotland, and 
lre/a«d,tobe call out,ifche old Conformity be urged! ThiswitnelTe 
is true, which in Judgement we bear, and tnuft record, a gain ft all 
the reproaches of uncharirableneffe, which the J-ultifierof the Righ- 
teous at that day will effe&ually confute. W« therefore bcfeechyou, 
that when thoufands of fouls are ready to famifli for want of the 
bread of Life, and thoufands more are grieved for the Ejeftion of 
their faithful Guides, the Labourers maynoc be kept euc, upon the 
account of fuch Forms or Ceremonies, or Re-ordination; at lead, till 
you have enow as fit as chey to fuppty their places^* and then we- 
fiial! never petition^ou for them more. 

3, And we btfeech you confider, when you fhould promote the 
jey and thankfulnefs of His Ma jellies Subje&s for his happy Res 
ftauration, whether ic be equal aud fcafotiable to bring upon fo 
many of them (b great calamities as the change of able faithful 
Winifters,fo\ fuch as they cannot comfortably commit the conduft 
pf their fouls to, and the depriving them of the Liberty of the Pub- 
lick Worihip; calamities far^reatcr then the meer Ioffe of all tKeir 
Vorldly fubllance can amount to : In a day of Common Joy, to 
bring this caufelefly on fo many of His Majeflie’s Subjcfts , and to 
force themto lie down in heart-breaking-forrows , as being altnoft 
asfariindone, as Man can-do it; this is not a due requital oftne 
Lord for fo great deliverances : Efpecially conlidering, that if ic 
w ere never focertain,thac it is the lip of the Miniftersthac darenoc 
be Re-ordained, or conform; its bard that fo many,choufaud yi- 

^nocent people lhouid fuffer even in their fouls for the fault of 
other?. 

4, k.nd if we thought it would not be mif- interpreted , we 
’ would here remember you,howgreat and conllderable a part of the 

three Nationsthey are, that mull cither incur thefc fufferings , or 
condole them that undergo them.; and how great a griefit will be 
to His Majelty, to fee hisgrievcdSubjeasi and how great a joy it 
will be to him, to have their hearty thanks and prayers,, and fee 
them livcin profpeiity, peace,and comfort, under His moll happy 
Government. r 

5, And wc may plead thie nature of theircaufc , ; to moveyou to 

• • com- 
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eompaffionate your poor afflifted Brethren in theirfufFeringii.lt i%in 
your own accountant for refufingConfbrmity to things indifferent, 
or,at the mod, of no ueceflity to falvation. It is, in their account, for 
the fake of Chrilhbecaufe they dare noc confent to that which they 
judge to be an ufurpation of his Kingly power,and an accufationof 
hisd-3ws as infufficienc f and becaufe they dare not be guilty of 
addition to, or diminution of his Worfhip, or of worfhipping him 
after any other Law, than that by which they mull be judged, of 
fuch as is melrly fubordinate to that. Suppofe they be mifiaken 
In thinking the things to be fo difplealing to God * yet it is com- 
mendable in them to be fearful of difplealing Him, and careful to 
obey him; a difpolition neceffary to all that will be laved, and 
therefore to be loved and thcrifbed in them by the Pallors of the 
Church ; who fhould be very tender of putting them to fulfering, 
or calling them out of the Church, becaufe they dare not do that 
which they judge to be fo great a fin againlt the Lord, deferving 
damnation to theinfelves. Should not the love of Cb rift command 
us to be tender of thofe,that are fo tender of his honour?and to take 
heed what we do to men for taking heed of lin, and being afraid to 
offend the Lord? And ibould not the fpecial love ofCbriflians,and. 
the common love of men, command us, to be loath to drive men by 
penalties, upon that which they judge doth tend to their evcrlalling 
damnation;and which indeed doth tend to it, becaufe they judge it 
fo to do i For he that will do that which he thinks to be fo great 
a fin as is before described, to pleafe men, or to elcape their punilh- . 
ment ; no doubt deferverh the wrath of God. And fhould we noc 
be loath to drive men upon lin and condemnation, though we 
werefure that their own infirmity is the occasion ? If ic befaid,chac 
by this Ru\e nothing fhall be commanded, if men will but fcruple 
it. We anfwer, Things in themfelves neceffary, or commanded by 
God, mull be commanded by Man, becaufe Scruples make thcuT' 
not unneceflary,and make not void the i_avvsbfGod, and it will 
be a lin even to the fcrupulous todilobey : But thincsdifpcnlible, 
and of themfelves uimectlFaiy, Ibould not be rigoroufly urged, 'up* 
on him to whom they would br..a lin, and caufe of coudcmuacton. 

It is in cafe of thing* inditferenr, in your, own judgement, that we 
now fpeak. If it be faid; that is humour, pi ide, or lingular icy, or 
pec vi fluid's, or fa&ion, and not crue t endernefs of confcience thac 
caufeth the doubts, or non-conformity ofthefemcn t We anfwer, 
Such crimes mull' be fattened only on the Individuals, that are 

B 3 full, 
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firft proved guilty of them; and not upon multitudes unnamed, and 
unknown and without proof; and you know, it is the prerogative of 
God to fearch tbtheart, and that he hath faid, Judge not that )e 
be not judged : ftr veitb wbat judgement je judge, jt (ball he judged, 
and with what mezf re yt mete y it jhall be measured to you agaiu t 
Mat. 7. 1,2 A ndjW'iw art thou that judgrjb another mans fervantj to 
bis oven Madefy be tfandetb or falletb ; yea be {hall be bolden up t 
for God is ajleto maky bin * ftaudy Rom. 14. 4. And -who can pre- 
tend to be better acquainted wich their hearts, than they are them? 
felves l For rrbat man kjlowetb the things of a many fave the fpirit 
.of a many irbiibie in kiwi 1 Cor. a. n. And they are ready to 
appeal to the dreadful God, the fearcher of hearts, and the hater 
of Hypocrifie, that, if it were not for fejr of /inning againft him, 
and wounding their coufciences, and hazarding, ahd hindering 
their (alvation, they would readily obey you in all thefe things; 
That it is their fear of fin and damnation that isthcir.Impcdiraenr, 
they are ready to give you all the aflurance, that man can give by 
the folemneft profeflions; or by oath, if juftly called to it, 

And.one would ^hink that a little Charity might futfice to enable 
you to believe jhem, when their non-coinpjiauce brings them un- 
der fuffering ; and their compliance, isthevi/ible way to favour, 
fafety,and profperity in the world. And if men that’thus appeal to 
God concerning the intention of their own hearts, cannot be be- 
lieved, even when the flate of their worldly intereft bears wicnefle 
to their profeflions, but another /hall ftepiuto the Thronp of the 
heart-fearching God,and fay [It is not as they fay, or fwear, It is 
not conscience, but obftinacy or fingularity ] all humane con- 
verfe upon thefe terms will be overthrown : And what remedy 
havethey, but patiently to wait, till God that tliey.have Appealed 
to, (hall decide the doubt, and /hew who were the Aficrtours of 
truth or fal/hood 

6. And we crave leave to represent toyou the great difproporti- 
on, in nece/fity and worth, between the things in queftion , and 
the falvation of fo many, as may be obtained by the free and 
faithful excrcife of the Miniftery, ofthofe that now are, and that 
are yet like to be laid alide * Do you think the Lord that died for 
fou Is, and hath Tent us to learn what that meancth[/ will have mercy 
and hot farrifice, Mat. 9. 13.] is better pleafed with Re-ordination, 
Sobfcription,and Ceremonies, than wich the faviug of fouls, by 
the means of his own appointment; If it be faid, that Publick or- 

f’ dec 
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derand peaceand concord do promo tea he iylvation of many, and 
therefore are to be preferred before the falvation of fewer. We 
anfwcr, Concord in holy obedience to God doth indeed promote 
the falvation of all that entertain it ; but Concord in Ceremonies, 
orRc-ordinacion, or Oaths of obedience to Diocefaus, or in your 
qtieftioned particular forms of Prayer, do neither in their nature, 
or by vertue of any promife of God, fo much conduce to mens 
falvation } as the preaching of the Goi'pel doth, by able, faithful, 
and laborious Minifters. And how comes it to palfe that unity, con- 
cord and order, muft be placed in thofe things, which are no way 
neceffary thereto ! Will there not be order and concoard in Holy 
obedience and acceptable worfhipping of God, on the terms which 
wenow propofeand crave, without the forefaid matter of offence ? 
We here flicw you chat we are no Enemies to order, and our long 
importunity for the means of concord, doth ihcw that wc are noc 
enemies to concord. 

if it be faid, that other men that will conform rothe things in 
queftion may convert and favc fouls better than thofe that are fafti- 
ous and difobedicnt: We Heft humbly crave, that reproach may 
not be added to sffii&ion, and that none may be called fafrious 
that are not proved fuch : andthat'Laws impohng things, indiffe- 
rent in your judgement, and finful in theirs, ruay not be made 
the rule to judge of Faftion .* But that men who liveinoffenfively ■ 
under civil Government, and, in matters of Faith and Worfhip, 
fubferibe to all contained in the holy Scriptures ; andindeavour to 
promote Univerfal Peace and Charity on thefe terms, may not 
be made offenders by the making of Laws and Canons, that inuft 
force them to be fucli : Confequently Daniel was an offender that 
would not forbear praying openly by the fpace of thirty dayes.But 
anttcedently tothat Law, he was confeffed jult, by them that faid 
£ tfk Jball not find any occafion againji thn Daniel , except rve finJe 
it again!} bint concerning the Law */ bit y Gtd ]J D-m. 6. 5 > 7 > r °* 
The Law which lie mud break, was made to make I i n a breaker of 
that Law : take away that Law, and take away his fault. We accufe 
none of rhe like intentions : but we mud fay, that it is cafie to make 
any man an offender, by making Laws which his conscience will not 
allow him tnobferve; and its as eafie to make that fame man ceafe 
toTfem disobedient, obftinate, or faftious, , without any chauge ac 
all in him, by ratting down fuch needleffe Laws. We may again 
remember you what Chrift a fecond time doth pf effe, c Mat. 1 2. 7* 
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£ But if ye had kjtown what tbit meanetby’f trill have mercy , and tier 
facnfice , ye would not have condemned the guilt l,ffe. ^ 

'’And next, to the red of the obje&ion, we anfwcr; Thac fad ex- 
perience tells the world, that if the M millers chat, we are 'pleading 
for, be laid afide, there are not competent men enow to fupply 
their Rooms, and equally to promote the falvation of the flocks : 
Th is is acknowledged by them who (bit give it as the reafon why. 
Minifters are not to be traded with the exprefling of their d elites in 
their own words, nor To much asto chufe which Chapter to read, 
as well as which Text to preach on, (o their Auditours ; becaufe, 
we (hall have Miniftersfo weak, as to be unfit for fucha trull : And 
men that are not wife enough for fo eafle a part of their duty, as 
to choofe lie portions of Scripture to read, are unlikely co afford an 
equal afliftance to the falvation of the people, inltead of the labours 
of fuch as we are fpeaking for. a- 

7. And it mull be remembred, that in our Ordination, we mud 

J irofeffe that [we areperfwaded that the Holy Scriptures contain 
iifficiently all Do&rine, required of necefficy for eternal falvati- 
on, &c. ] and that we will teach or maintain nothing as required 
of snceflity to eternal falvation, but that which we are perfwaded 
may be concluded and proved 6y the fame ] and that one of the 
articles of cheChurch containech the fame do&rineof theScripturt's 
fufficiency : and to theft we are called to fubferibe. And the per- 
fonsthac weijow fpeak for, gj e ready to.fubfcribe to all contain- 
ed in the Holy Scriptures, and willing to be obliged by the 
Laws of men copraftifeit : And he that hath all tilings neceffary 
to falvation is received of God, and Ihould therefore be recei- 
ved by the Chuich,ifthe Apollles argument be good, Rom. 14.1,3. 
[For God hath received him]. Seeing then you do profefs chat none 
of your Impolitions, that cannot be concluded from the Scripture, 
are neceffary to falvation s let them not confequentially be nude 
neceffary co it, and more neceffaiy than thac which is ordinarily 
neceffary. 

If yon fay, thatfo many men Ihall be forbidden to. preach, un- 
leffethey dare Subfcribeandufechefe thingsjyou will tempt them 
to infer, that Preaching being ordinarily neceffary to falvation, 
Rom. 10. 14. and thefe things called indifferent being made- necef-.. 
fary to preaching and preferred before it, therefore they are made 
neceffary to falvation, and preferred before thaf which God hath 
made neceffary. - . 
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Tfitbe fold, that, This will as much follow the making of any o* 
ther indifferent thing to be neceflary to preaching } and fo the 
Charch (ball make no Orders ; Weanfwer 

i. That fmallelr things mud not be impofed by unproportioti- 
able penalties. • 

a. Thac though the Church may prefer a- fober-, peaceable 
Preacher before one thac is Schifmatical and unpeaceable (which 
is not avail to exclude Preaching);yet the Church may not make 
any thing neceflary to Preaching it felf, that is of it felf unnecefla- 
ry, and not antecedently neceflary, at lead by accident. 

8 . And ifour Religion be laid upon your particular Liturgy, we 
(hall teach the Pa pills further to infulc, by asking us. Where was 
our Religion two hundred years ago ? the Common- Prayer-Book 
as differing from the Mafs*Book, being not foold. And that which 
might then be the matter of a change, is not fo unchangeable if 
felf, but that thofe Alterations maybe accepted for ends fo deli re- 
able as are now before us. 

9. And* we humbly crave that we may not in this be more ri- 

goroufly dealt with, than the Paftoure and People of the Antient 
Churches were : If we may not have the liberty of the Primitive 
times, when,for ought can be proved, no Liturgical Forms were m 
impofed upon any Church: yet at lead let us have the liberty of the 
following Agesjwhen under the fame Prince there were diverfity of 
Liturgies j and particular Padors, had the power of nuking and al- 
tering them,for their particular Churches. • 

to. And if you fhould re jeft ( which God forbid ) the moderate 
Propofals which now and formerly we have made, we humbly 
crave leave to offer it to your conlideration , what judgement all 
the Protedant Churches are likely to pais on your proceedings, and 
how your caufe and ours will dand replefented to them, and to all , 
fucceeding Ages. Though we eameiily defire the toleration of 
<hofe that are tolerable, and the peaceable Liberties of all that a- 
gree on the Catholick terms of Primitive Simplicity, in Do&rine, 
Worfhip.and Difcipline 5 yet have we our felves fo far drawn near 
you, as that the world will fay, You rejeft thofe that arefor Epifco- 
pacy it felf, and fet forms of Liturgy, and are not fo much as 
charged by you at all, as difagreeing in any point of Faith, if you 
dull rcjtftus. If after our fubmididn to His Majcdie’s Declaration, 
and after our own Propofals of the Primitive Epifcopacy, and of 
fuch a Liturgy as here we tender, we may not be permitted to 
■ i t. C cxercife 
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exetcife <mr Miniftery, or enjoy the PubWck Worfliip of God, die 
Pcnsofthofc learned, Moderate Bifhops will bear witnefsagamfi* 
you, that were once imployed as the chief Defenders of that caufe 
^ wr mean fuch a9 Reverend Bifhop Hall, and V flier} who have 
pnblilhed to the World, that much lefle than this might have ferved 
to our fratetnal llhuty aadi Peace. H you would not grantithit Li- 
berty, and Communion so others, with whom Chrift will- hold 
Communion in grace andglor^; yet it will appear more fiaange to 
the World, that you (hould call out the Epifcopal alto, that dare 
not go beyond the- Bthle of Holy Scripture,' and the example of 
Primitive Simplicity, j • . < n. ' . 

And we doubc not but you know, How new and ftrange athing 
it is that you require in the point of Re ordination : When a C Mr 
non amongft thole called the Apollles depofeth thofe thatRe-ordain, 
and that are re-ordained ; And when it is a thing that both Papifts 
and Proteftants condemn, when not only the former' Bi/hopsof £*g« 
land , chat were more moderate were againft ir, but even the mod 
fervent adverfarieaofcbe Presbyterian way ; fuch as B*fhop Ban- 
. croft hirafelf. How Orange mull it needs feem to the Reformed 
Churches, to the whole Chriftian world, and eo future Generations, 
••hat fo many able, faithful Minifters (hould be laid by as broken 
Ycffels, becaufe they dare not be re-ordained? and that fo many 
0 have been put upon fo new and fo generally dif re)i(heda thing ? 

n. And we crave leave to remember you, that the Hoy Ghoft 
hath commanded you to over- fee the flock, not by confiraint, but 
willingly; not as being Lords over Gods Heritage, but asEnfamples 
to the Flock : And chat it is not only more comfortable to your 
felvesto be beloved as the Fat hers, chan to be eftcemed theAtflifters 
of the Church; but that i*»s needful to the ends. of your Mrniftery 
for the people : When you are loved, your Do&rine< will more 
• enfily be received’ : But whim men think that their, fouls or. liberties 

are endangered by you, itseafieto judge how much they are like to* 
profit by you. 

12 . And you know if we are not in point of Ceredfonies or 
Forms in every- thing ofyourmihd;tc is no more Orange to have v*. 
ri«y ofiinclkfhial Apprehensions in the fame Kingdom & Church, , 
than variety of temperatures and degrees of age and ftfengrh. if 
His Majefiy (bould expel all t hole from his Dominions that are 
Vociowile, a5 folidly to judge, whether the Liturgy as before,oras- 
thus reformed, be tile beO, yea w-het-her-this be intolerable in 
, • compare 
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comparifon of yours, and whether God be pleafed or drfpleafed 
with your Ceremonies } ic would be too great a diminution of his 
fabje&s: And if you (hould turn all fuch ouc of the Kingdom' of

Undoubtedly if you confider duly by fuch 
paffages, how Chrift will take it, to have bis fervants not only noc- 
vifited, not-reiieved; but to be afflifted, not only in body, byt in 
foul, with that great afili&ion to be ca ft out of the Miniftery, or 
Church, for unavoidable diffenr in things indifferent, you will ne- 
ver joyn with thole that (hall ftretch forth a hand againft them for 
fuch a caufe as this. If yet the old Pretence be made, that they fuf- 
-ftras Schifmaticks, and Difobedient; we null fay again, If any 
(hall make men difobedient by impofing things unneceffary, which 
they know are by learned, piout, peaceable men, efteemed (ins a- 
gainftthe Lordjand then (hall thus heavily afllift them for their dif* 
obedience, which they may eafily cure by the forbearance of thofc 
impofitions let not our fouls come into their fecret, nor our ho- 
nour be united to their A ffembly:. If they ftialKmiteor caft outa 
fuppofed Schifmatick, and thrift /hall find an able, holy, peaceable 
Mintfter,orothcr-Chriftian,woundcd,or mourning, out of doors,lec 
us not be found among the Adorr, nor (land among them.in the day * 
of their Accounts, when tribulation (hall.be rccompenfed to the 
Troublersof Believers, 2 Thef. 1. 6. 

14. We befeech you.alCo conlidei;, that n«en have not their un* 
derftandings at their own command^ much leftecanth.y be com- 
manded by other; ::if they were never fo willing to believe all that 
isimpofed on them to be lawful, they cannot therefore believe it, 
becaufe they would, the intellect being not free. And to diflemble, 
and fay, and fwear, and do, the things which they believe not is 
fuch art aggravated bypocrifie (being . it* the. matters of God, and 
i * , •. > joyned, 
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joyned with perfidioufnefs) as we may fuppofe cannot render them- 
acceptable to any, that have not renounced Religion and Humanity,- 
much lefle fhoula they be confiraindd to it. And when it is known 
that mens judgements are again# the things impofed, and that pe- 
^ nalties are no means adapted to the informing and changing of 
the judgement , but to force men to do-the things they know; we 
conceive they fhoultftiot be ufed , and fo uled in the ca'e of rhings 
indifferent, wherctheyare notneceffary to the common good, and 
where the fufferera hare never had fufficient means toohange their 
judgements. 

lftt be faid, ehat, It is their own fault, that their judgements are 
not changed; and that, the means have been fufflcient . 

VVeanfwer, That it is their fault, is the point in queflion; which 
the Sword can eafilier take for granted, than theTongue or Pen can 
prove: But if it be fo; it is their fault, as itis that they are the 
Sons of Adam , partakers of the common corruption of humane na- 
ture; and as ie is their fault, that they are not all of the higheft form 
in the School of Chrift, above the common ignorance and frailties 
of believers, and that they aye not all the moll judicious Divines of 
the mod fubtil wits , and had not the fame education andfociety 
to advance your opinions, and reprefenc things to their underftand- 
ings.juft as they arc reprefenced unto yours. And if men muft be caff 
out of theChurch,or Miniftry,becaufe they are not wiferthanfuch . 
learned tncn,as the Pallors of the mart of the Reformed Churches, 
and as Hi!drrflfam> Bajne , P-rri^-r, Amec, Dod , B ill , Nichols , and 
many fucji others; as 1(3 ve here taken* this conformity to be a fin; 
how few, alas, how very few will there be left f 
And if it be faid^Thatrarn do willingly keepoutthe light. Wemuft 
fay. That few men are obftinate againfl the opinions that tend to- 
• their eafe and advancement in the world, and to fave them from be- 
ing vilified as Schifmaticks, and undone; and when men profeffe be- 
fore the I.ordjthat they do impartially lludy Sc pray for knowledg,. 
and would gladly know the will of God at the deareft rare; we mulf 
again fay, that thofe men muft prove that they know the difientors- 
hearts, better than they are known tothemfelves, that expeft-tobe 
believed by charitable Chriftians, when they charge them with wil- 
ful ignorance, or obftinate refifliug ofthetruth.

And then (hould not the confciouf- 
nefle of your own infirmity , provoke you .rather ,jo compailionate 
humane frailty, than to cart our your Brethren, fqr as finall failings 
as your own? • t 

1 6, And we further offer to your confideration, Whether this be 
doing asyon would be done by : Would you be cart out for every 
fault thpt is as bad as this ? and doth this rtiew that you love your 
neighbours as your fclves? Put your felves in their cafe, and fuppofe 
that you had ftudied, conferred and prayed, and done your bell to 
know whether God would haveyou to be Re: ordained, to ufe thefe 
Forms or Ceremonies, or Subfcriptions, or not ? and having done 

* all , you think that God would be difpleafed .if you rtiould ufe 
them; Would you thenbeufed your fclvcs,as your diffmemg Bre- 
thren are now ufed , or like to be ? Love chem as your felves, and 
we will crave no further favour for them. 

17. But nothing more affe&cth us, than to think of the Lamen- 
table divifions, that have been caufcd‘, and are fifil like to be, 
whileft things unneceflary are fo itnpoled : and on the contrary, 
how bleffed an unity and peace we might in joy, if thefe occartona 
of divifion were removed , and we might but have leave to ferve 
God as his Aportlcsdid. As in.DoRriiuls, ten thoufand will foon- 
er agree in an Explicite belief of the Creed , then an hundred in 
an Explicite belief of all that Ockjim or Scottt have determined 4 So 
in the matters of Gbvemment and Wor(hip ; It is carter to agree up- 
on few things, than upon many; upon great and cercain and nccef- 
fary things, than upon fmall, uncertain, and unneceffary thingsj-and 
upon things that-God himfclf hath revealed or appointed, chan up-' 
on things that proceed from no furer an Original , than the wi: or 
will of man. The ftri£t prohibition of adding to, or dimimihingfrotn 
the things commanded by the Law-giver of the Church, Deut. 12. 
32. doth puc fuch a fear'in the minds of multitudes of the loyal fub- 
jefts of Chrift, left by fuch additions or diminutions in the matters 
of his worlhip, they (hould provoke him to difpleafure , as will be 
a certain perpetual hinderance to any commonUnity orConcord,iu 
fuch humane importtions , of which many of the fervanrs of the 
jealous God will have a continual jealou&e. 

With grieved hearts we now renew the lamentable divijions, 
• occafioncd 
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occalioned already by thefe fmpofirioos,ever fince the Reformation 
iii the days of King Edw-trd the 6 th,and the grievous ft uit 9 of thofe 
DiviGonj? How they deftroyed Charity ( the chara&er ofChrifts 
Difciples) and exafperated mens minds again ft each other: How 
they corrupted mens prayers, and other mercifes of devocions, and 
made them pray and preach againft one another : How their tongues 
wereemboldned totljf cenfuring of each other ,. one party calling 
the other FaRious, Scbifmatical, Singular , and Difobedienc and 
the other calling thet# Antichriftian, Proud, Tyrannical, Super- 
ftitious , Perfecmors, and Formalilta : And fuch language Dili in— 
creafing the uncharitableneffe and divifions j till the increafe of 
impofing rigour on theone fide, and of impatience wider Sufferings 
on the other fide , was toogreac a preparation to thofe greater ca- 
lamities which are yet bitter to the remembrance of all whofe inter- 
efts or palfiftns have not conquered their humanity . And the coiui« 
nuance of fo much of the eaufes and effe&s , doth infallibly prove, 
that if the fame Impoficions be Ceded upon us , the fame Hearc-di- 
vifions will be (HU continued ; Brethren will diCdam the name and 
love of Brethren to each other } which yet Chrift himfelf by con- 
difcenJing and reproving love, vouchfafech to them all. Inftead of 
loving oneanother with a pure heart, fervenc!y,there will be, if not 
hating, yet grudging at one another, cenfuring anddefpifing one 
another i Which effefts will ftill increafe their caufe, and make one 
fide think, that they are r.ecelfiiaeed co be more rigorous in- their 
Coercions', and the other think thac they are allowed to be more 
cenforious againft thofe by whom they fuffer. 

And how many thoufands on* both fides by fuch a ft ream of' 
temptations, will undoubtedly be carried on in a courfe of Sui 
from day today, and by Heart* fin* and Tongue- fin,. by Pulpit-fins,, 
or fins in other parts of Worfhip , will dilhorioftr God and provoke 
him to indignation againft chtfm and the Land, we may not .with- 
out aftonilhment and griefof heart, forefee, onforetell. 

And ics eafie.to forefee how the- innocant will be numbred with 
the faulty, and thofe that do but feel-their bufferings, and the fuf- 
fertng of the Church on thefe occartons-, and. do but groan and 
figh to God, and pray for fuccour and deliverance, will be 
thought to be guilty of difeonrent and fa&ion , and bringing the 
Government of the Church, and confequeiuly of the Kingdom into- 
hatred or d (like, andTn their fuff etings w«lbb;increafed : Ani he 
that is commanded by the Law's ofinimiimy,. co be camp rlfion.it ely

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fenfiMe of the Calamities of others, (hall be thought an offender 
for being fenfible of (mown. It is eafie to forefee, how thofeex- 
preffions in mens Sermons, or Prayers, or familiar Conference, which 
feetn to an/ raif-underdanding, or fuCpicious,or malicious Hearers, 
to intimate any fenfe of fufferings,will be carried to the ears of Ru- 
lers, and reprefented as a Crime ? And nature having planted in all 
.men an unwillingnefte to fuffer, and denied ta.all men a love of ca- 
lamity, and neceflitated men to feel when the* are hurt , and made 
the Tongue and Countenance the index of ni|r fenfe; thefe Effe&s . 
will be unavoidable , while fuch Impofitions ire continued, and 
while a fear of finning will not fuffer men to fwallow and digeft 
them; and what wrong fuch divisions about Religion will be to the 
Kingdom, and to His Majefty , we (ball not mention , becaufe our 
Govemours themlelves mav better underlland it. *’ • 

<-On the other fide. What univerfal! eafe, and peace, and joy 
would be the fruits of that happy unitv and concord, which the rea- 
fonable forbearances,which we humblv petition for,wou!d certain- 
ly produce? hewv .comfortable would our Minificrial labours be, 
when we had no fuch temptations , burdens , or difquietments t 
when we lay not under the Reproofs of Confcience, nor the fufpi- 
cions, or difpleafure of our Superiours, but might ferve the Lord 
without diftra&ion , and^e among his fervants without fuch fears, 
(Pii/. i. 14. 1 Cor. \ 6 . 10J ? How much would the handsofthe 
buildets be drengthened for the work of God, when theyfpeak 
the fame things, and there areno divifions among them , but chey 
are perfcftly joyned together in the fame mind and judgement, 

1 (‘or,- 1. so. when they are like-minded, having the fame love , be- 
ing of one accord, of one mind,doing nothing through ftrife or vain 
glory? which will never be while the one calls the other fa&iousand 
lchilmatical,and the other calleth himfuperdicious and tyrannical; 
but when Chrift hath taught us in lowlinefs of mind to eftcefci 
others better than our fel ves, and not to look every man on his own 
things (hisown gifts, and virtues, and worth, and filtered) but eve- 
ry man alfo on the things of others : and till the fame mind be in 
us, that was in Chrid Jefus, that hunted himfelf, and took upon 
him the form of a fervant, and made himfelf of no Reputation, P bit. 
s: 2, to 9. How much (hould we honour the Body, the Spirit, the 
Hope, the Lord, the Faith, the Baptifm, the God and Father of all 
Believers, which are one, if we were one among our fel ves ? which 
will never be, till with lowlinefs, and roeeknefs, and long-fuffering. 
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we forbear one another in love, inhead of hating, reviling and per- 
recuting one another; and till wa endeavour to keep «!ne unity of 
the Spirit ( though given in various degrees) rather then an fruity 
* in unneceffary things) in the bond of peace, Eobef. 4. a, 3, 4, 5, 6,7, 
and till the well- jointed and compacted body do edify it felf in 
love, by a due contribution of mutuall fupply, and grow in Clirift 
the proper head, inhead of contending with it felf, and disjointing 
and tearing it felf into pieces, becaufe of our different meal lire ot 
underhanding, and our unavoidable differences about forae fniaU 
unneceffary things, verf. 13, 14; 15, 1 6. How beautifull would our 
holy Affemblies be, and howdelightfull the worlhipof God there 
celebrated, if we had all laid by the unchrihian fpirit of hatred, en- 
vy, emulation, murmuring, wrath, variance, hrife, herefies, fedi- 
tions, and all uncharitablenefs, and with one mind, qpd one mouth 
did glorify God (G*/. 5. if, ao, 21. Rom. 15.16.): which will ne- 
ver be done, till thofe that are hrong do bear the infirmities of the 
weak, and pleafe not themfclves , but every one of u> pleafe his 
neighbour, for his good to edification, inhead of vilify ng him, or 
undoing him; ana till, inhead ofcahing each others out of the 
Church or Minihry, on the account of things indifferent, we re- 
ceive one another, as Chrih received us to the glory of God, Rom. 
15. 1, a, 6, 7. And till we are thus like-nffnded one towards ano- 
ther, according to Chrih Jefus, verf. 5. Inhead of being felfilhly 
minded asmen, or malicioudy as enemies ( 1 Cor. - 3. 1 Cor.' 14. 
20* Col. 3.8. Tit. 3. 3. ) If the veiy Babes were fed with the fin- 
cere Milk of the Word, and all malice, and guile, and hypocrify, 
and envies, and evil-fpeaking were laid afide,ic would prove the bed 
way to their growth, and a furer way to your prefent and eternall 
peace, then cahing them out becaufe they cannot bear your burdens, 
or digeh fome unneceffary things, 1 Pet. a. 1, 2, 3. How good and 
how happy a thing would it be for Brethren to dwell together in 
unity ? ( Pfal. 1 33. 1. ) And as thofe that by one fpirit are baptized 
into one body, and Know they have need of one another, to contri- 
bute honour to the parts that lack it; yea tobehow more abundant 
honour upon thofe members which we think to be lefs honorable, 
and more abundant comliticfs on the uncomly parts, as knowing 
thofe members are neceffary that feem jto be more feeble. If indeed 
we would have no Schifm in the body, the natural way is, for the 
members to have the fame care one for another , as fuffering all 
With one that fuffercch, and rejoycing all with one that’s honored,

your ownjhnd you will not be hefty to bring them uhrofuffering.lt 
muft be the Primitive Simplicity of Faith, Worlbip, and Difcipline, .

the multitude of Believers to be of one bearr, and of one foul, and 
to converfe .with gladnefs and iinglenefs of heart, as having all 
things common, Atlt. & a. 4 6. No fuch things as our contro- 
verted impofit ions, were then made ncceftary to the unity and con- 
cord of the members of the Church. 

1 8. And we humbly offer to your consideration, which way will 

nod gratify Satan in his caufe and fervantt, and which will moft 
promote the woik and intereft of lefus Chriff. The ungodly that 
have an imbred enmity to holmefs, and to the holy feed, will be 
glad to fee (9 many of them fuffer, and glad,underthe Shelter of 
your difpleafure and aflii&tngs, to tind opportunity to reproach ' 
them, ami add affli&ioo to a fillet ion. - The common adverfanes of 
our Keligion, and of the King and Kingdom willrejoyce to fee us 
weakned by our Divisions, and employed in afHi&ing or cenfuring 
one anocltcr, and to lee fo many able Mrnifters laid alide, that 
might do much difpleafure to Satan, by the weakning of his King- 
dom, and by promoting the Gofpel and Kingdom of the Lora. 
And whether this will tfiid to the edification of the Saints, and the 
pleating of Chrift, we have inquired before. ' . 

19. And if what you Hand for, be indeed of God, this courfe of 
unmercifull impofit ion, is the greateft wrong to it, that you can ea- 
fily be drawn to, unawares ; while fo many truly fearing God, are 
caft or trodden down, and tempted to think ill ofthacwldftt them; 
felves and tha Church thus fuffer by; and when fo many of the 

v word befriend this way becaufe it gracifieth them , it tendeth to^ 
make your Caufe judged of,according to the quality ' 6 f its ft lends 
and adverfaries. And how great 3 hand this very thing hath bad 
already in the diflike of that is befallen DioccfenSjCeremonieSjand 
the Liturgie, is a thing too generally known to need proof. 

20. Lafily, we repeat what formerly we have faid, that the Holy 
Gbtft hath already fo plainly decided the pointin controvcrfy,' m 
the.nftance of meats and daies, Rom. 14 tj. that itfeetacth ft range 
to ls that yet it fhould remain a Controverfy. A weak Brother 
tha maketn an unneceffary difference of meats and dates , isnot 
to be caft out , but fo to be received, and not to be troubled wit!} 
fitch doubtfull deputations; Defpifing and judging the fervants 
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of the Lord, whom he rcceivechand can make to (land, and that 
upon fuch fmall occafion, is unbefeeming true Believers, verf. i.a, 
j, 4, j. All (hould be here left to the full perfwafion of their own 
mind, verf. j. Both parties here acknowledge the foveraignty of 
Chrift, and, in obferving, or notobferving fuch things, they do ic 
all to him* verf. 6 . 7, 8, 9. His judgment Ihduld affright us from 
defpifingor judging one another, verf. 10. 11, S2. In (lead of judg- 
ing others we fhould judg it our duty, that none of us put a hum- 
bling block, orocca/ion to fill in his Brothers way s verf. 13. If 
we grieve thofe that cfteem that unclean which we do not, we walk 
not charitably; deftroy not the work of God, nor him for whom 
Chrift died, by your indifferent things; verf. 14. 15, 20. It is evil 
to him that judgeth it to be evil, verf. 14. 20. Do you believe rhefe 
things to be indifferent, have this belief to your felf before God, 
and condemn not yourfelves in that which you allow, verf. 11. Your 
Brother is damned if hcpra&ife doubcingly, for whatfoever it not 
of Faith , it fim verf. 23. and you drive him upon damnation ! We 
may well conclude thcn> that it is good, even yourfelves to avoid 
fuch things urmeceffary , by which your Brother ftumbleth, is of- 
fended, ormade weak, verf. si. Much more to forbear the forcing 
them upon him, which thofe that the Apoftle reproveth did not 
attempt. It is the Kingdom of God that wemuft all promote; and 
that Kingdom confifterh not in meat or drink, but in righteouf- 
nefs, and peace, and joy in the Holy Ghoft. And he that in thefe 
things ferveth Chrift is acceptable to God, and (hould be approved 
of men* verf. 17. 18. Let m therefore folios after the things, which 
waits for feacey and tbingt wherewith one may Edify another , 

'if you fay, Rulers impofitionmaketh indifferent things cc»fe to 
be indifferent ?

1. They are not indifferent, in the judgment of diffenters, though 
they be fo in yours. 

a. Paul was a Ruler of the Church himfelf, and yet would deny

taking away the Liberty of others, 1 Cor. 8. 13. And it is to the 
Church of Rome and Corimky and fo to the Paftoursas well as the 
reft, that Paul thus writech : We befeech you therefore plead not 
* Law againft us, when our requeft is that you will jqyn vrith-us in 
Petitioning, to his Majefty, and the Parliament, that there may be 

no fuch Law. _

The Apoftles and Elders AH. 15. :8. declare ante the Churches]^ * 
that It feemed good to the Holy Ghoft, and them, to Jay upon them, 
no' greater burden, than neceflary things; . impeding them hecaufe 
antecedently neceflary ( for that is given as the reafon of their fcle- 
ftioii and impofiiion) and not only making uuneceflary things, 
neceflary, by iinpofitfon, for then the impoiition had been unnecef- 
fary, though it was notrn Ample, unchangeable neceflity, yet it was 
a neceflity by accident, pro tempore& loco , antecedent to the impo- 
sition of chat Aflcnibly. Seeing then fuch things commend us nocto' 
God; and if you ute them, at lead, you are not the better; bin npc 
againflChriftjby finning againd your Brethren, 1 Cor. 8.8, p, 11,12. 
Much more take heed of forcing them to fin. 
t We have prefumed to be thus plain and htrge, in Shewing you 
fbme of onr Keafons, for your content, to the neceflary abatement, 
of things unneceflary to the Conferences of your Brethren. 

„ In the conchiiiou,we befeech you to compare with rhefe the Rea- 
fons,chat can move you to deny us thefe requefts. If you will needs

Celebration of the Sacrament of Baptifm . 

L £t no Minifter, that is therein unfatisfied, be forced again!! his 
Judgment, to baptize the Child of open Atheifls, Idolaters, or 
Infidels, or thar are unbaptized themli Ives, of or fuch as do not com- 
petently underftand the Eflentials of Chriftianty (what it is to be a 
Chrillian ) and the Eflentials of Eaprtfm,nor of fttch as never fi#c« 
they were baptized, did peifonally own theirbnptifm.il covenant, by 
a credible profelfion of faith and Obedience received and approved 
by fonie Pallor of the Church, as before Confirmation is required,, 
and in His Ma jetties Declaration. Nor yet the Child of Parents Juft- 
]y excommunicate, or that live in notorious, fcandalouvfin , or 
have lately committed fuch a finf a if the Child be gotten in Adul«: 
teiy or For nicarion)and being juft !y convift of it,refufctb penitent- 
ly to confefs it, and promife Reformation. But if either of the Pa- 
rents be duly qualified,, and prefrnt the Child to be baptized(or a- 
uothet for them in cafe they cannot be prcfencjthe Child is to be re- 
ceived unco Eaptifm. * ■ 1

And if both the natural parents are Infidels, Excommunicate, or 
otherwife unqualified, yet if any become telj Pro- pa rents and own- 
ers-ofthe Child, andamderrake to educate it in the faith ofChriA, 
and fear of God, and fop'refenc it to be Baptized : let it be done by 
a Minifier whole judgement dqjh approve it, but let no MiniAer be 
fored to it againft his iudgement. Let the parents or owners come 
to the Minifier at fome convenient time the week before, and ac- 
quant him when they intend to offer their Child to Baptifm,& giv« 
an acaounc cf their fore-faid capacity, and receive his further Mi- 
nifterial afliftance for the fuller undemanding of the ufe the bene- 
fits of the Sacrament, and their own duty. The Fontisto be pla- 
ced to the greatell conveniency of the MiniAer and people.

And the Law of Chrift commanded!, if thy Brother trefpafTe a- 
gainfl thee, go and tell him his faults between him and thee alone, 
•if.he fhall hear thee, thou hall gained thy Brother, but if he will not 
hear thee, then take to thee one or two more, that in the Mouth of 
two or three wirneffes, every word may be eftablilhed, and if he 
(hall neglett to hear them,tcil it unto cheChurcb,but if he fhall neg- 
lcft to hear the Church, let him be uatothceasan Heathen man, or 
as a Publican. 15, 16, 17. And it is the Office of the Pa- 

llors of the feveral Congregations, not onely toteachthe People in 
General,and guide them in the Celebration ofthepnblick Worfhip, 
but alfo to overfee theni, and watch over each Member of their 
Flock paiticularly,toprcferve them from Errours, Heretics, Divifi- 
ons,and other Sins, defending theTnith,confuting Gain-faycrs and 
Seducers inftmtting the Ignorant,excitingtheNegligent,enc©urag- 
ing the Defpondent,comfojting the Afflttted,confirhiing the weak, 
rebuking and admoniffyng the Difordcrly and Scandalous, and di- 
retting all according to their needs in the matters of their Salvati- 
on, and the People iif liich needs fhould have ordinary reeourfe to 
them, as the Officers cf Chrift, for Guidance, and Refolwtionof 
their Doubts, and for Adiflance 1 ^ in making their Salvation fdrcj 
and in proving, maintaining, or rclloriug the peace of their Con- 
fciences, and Spiritual Comfort. > 1 ! • • ‘ . vj 

If therefore any Member of the Church be a fcandalous Sinner, 
and the Crime be either notorious or fully proved,' let the Pa- 
llor admonilh him, and Cec before him the particular Command 
-of God which he tranfigrdleth , the Supream Authority of God 
which he defpifeth , the Pfoinifes and Mercies *hich he treadeth 
under foot, and the Curie and dreadfull Condemnation', which 
he draweth upon jiinifclf , let this be done with great Compac- 
tion and tender Love to the Offenders Soul, and with gravity, re* 
vereuc andferious importunity, as befeemeth men employed on 
the behalf of God, for the laving of a Soul , andyet withjudge- 
•ttftnt ,,and cautclous Prudence , not taking that for Sin which is 
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too Sin, nor tliatjfor a grofs and fcandalous Sin, which is but an ordi- 
nary humane frailty, not dealing as unreverently with a Superiour 
as with ap Inferiour, nor making chat publid| which ihould be con- 
cealed, nor reproving before others when it mould be done more fe- 
crctly , nor (peaking unfeafonably to thofe who through Drink or 
Pillion are incapablcofthebenefic,uoryet offending by balhfulitefs, 
or the fear of man, or lukewanunefs, negligence, or fleighiing over 
great Offences, on the other extrcam. 

Prudence alfo requireth them to be cautelous of over-medling, 
where the Magilirates honour, or concemnunt, or the Chnrches 
unity, or peace, or the reputation of others, A the intereil of their 
Mitullry requireth them to forbear. 

Thefe Cautions obferved, If the fcandalous. Offender continue 
impenitent, or unrefortned, after due admonitions and Patience, 
let the Pallor, in the Congregation when he is prefent,rebuke him 
before all, that the Church may fufficiently difown the Crimea 
and others may fee the odioufnefs and danger of the Sin. But let 
this alfo be with the Love, and Serioufncfs, and Prudence, before 
mentioned. 

If the Offender in obitinacy will not be there, the Pallor may o- 
pen the Crime before the Congregation-, And prefent or abfcnt(in 
cafe he remain impenitent ) if the Cafe will bear fo long delay, ic 
is convenient, that the Pallor publickiy pray for his convi&ion and 
repentance, that he may be faved. 

Andthis lie may do one, or two, orthrec; or more dayes,asthe 
nature of the Cafe, and Prudence (hall dirrft him. 

if during thefe means for his Recoveiy ( after the Proof of the 
Crime) there be a Communion of the Church in the Lord's Sup- 
per, Let the Pallor require him to forbear, and not fuffer him to 
partake of the Lords Table. 

If yet the Offender remain impenitent, let the Pallor openly. de- 
clare him unmeet for the Communion oflhe Churchy and require 
him toabftain from it, and require the Church ta avoid Commu- 
nion with him. And let him bind him by the denunciations of cbe 
threatings of God, againil the impenitent. 

But before this is done, let no neceflary Confulcatior; with other 
Pallors, or Concurrence of the.Church bcneglefted: And after let 
there be place for due appeals, and let Minilters content to give ac- 
count when they are accufed of Mal-adminiftration. 
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But if after private Admonition ( while the offence is fuch , as 
requireth not publick confdlion ) the Sinner be penitent > let the 
Mmiiier privately apply to his confutation the promifes of the Go- 
fpel , with fuch cautelous prudence, as is moft fuitable to his Con* 
die ion. 

And ifhc repent not till after publick , admonition, or that the 
fcandal be fo great and notorious , as that a publick confeiTion is 
neceflary , let him at a feafonablc time appointed by the Pallor, 
with remorfe of Confcience , an,d .true contrition, confefs his fin 
before the Congregation , and heartily' lament it , and clear the 
honour of hisChriftian profdCon which he had flained, and crave 
the Prayers of theChurch to God For pardon, and reconciliati- 
on through Chrift, a"hd alfo crave the Minifterial Abfolution and 
Reflautation to the Communion of the Church , and profefs 
his refoluiion to do fo no more ; but to live in new obedience 
toGod, defiring alfo their prayers for corroborating and prefer- 
ring grace. 

It is oncly a credible prpfdfion of Repentance, that is -to b (^ac- 
cepted by the Church. 

The forgoing Cautions mull be carefully obferved in fuch con- 
fellions, that tluy be not made to the injuring of the Magiftrate, 
or of the Church , or of the reputation of others, or OFthe life, 
Eflate, or Liberty of the Offender, or to any other flume than is 
neceffary tothc manifcftingofhis Repentance, and the clearing of 
his Profeflion, and the righting of any that he hath wronged, and 
the honour and preservation of the Church. 

When he hath made a creJible profeiBoif of Repentance , If is 
the Pallors duty, .Mmiflerially to declare him pardoned by Chrilj, 
but in conditional terms. (If his Repentance befinccre) And to ab- 
folve him from the cenfure of non-Comnumion with the Church, 
if he was under fuch a cenfure before his penirepce, and to declare 
him meet for their Communion , and to encourage him to come, 
and require the Church to entertain him into their ComniuniQif, 
with gladntfs, and not upbraid him, wjth Jhiis fall, but rojoycem 
his recovery > and endeavour his confirmation and ptefervation 
for the. time to come; Audit is his '.duty accordingly to admit; 
him to Communion, and theirs to have loving Qommunion with, 
him All which the penitent perfdn mull bcleevingly , loving- 
ly., and joyfully receive. But if any by Notorious pcrfidiouT- 
a. or.ffe<jy<W; .CfiV«ua/& broking have. .forfeuetf the credit 
■ ;i M ' of 
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of their words, or have long continued in the Bit which they do con- 
fefs, fo that their forfaking it hath no proof} The Church then 
muff have teftimony of the Adual Reformation of fuch as thefe, . 

,-qt before they may cake their profdGons and promifes as credible} 

Yet here the difference of perfons and offences is fo great; chat this 
is to be much left to the pntdence % of Pallors that are prefent, and * 
acquainted witfi the perfons, and Ctrcumflai ices of the Cafe. In 
" the tranfa&ing of alt this, thefe fbHowing forms, to be varied as 

the variety of Cafes do require, may be made ufe of.
